After eight years of faithful and excellent 
service to the staff and students of Vic, Mrs. 
Edith Anderson is retiring. Mrs. Anderson was 
born Edith Chauvin in Montreal in 1893. She 
obtained her B.A. degree at McGill University, 
then came west to Edmonton to teach. Her first 
position was at H.A. Gray school; later she taught 
at McDougall and Victoria High, where her spe- 
cialty was physical education. “| decided then 
that if | were going to teach Phys. Ed., | had 
better find out a little more about it.’ So, in the 
summer of 1917, she went to Harvard, and in 
1918 to McGill School of Physical Education and 
obtained her degree. She came back to Vic and 
three years later, in 1921, married Mr. Sam 
Anderson, who unfortunately passed away in 
1957. Mr. and Mrs. Anderson moved back to 
Montreal, and Mrs. Anderson temporarily retired. 
In 1930, she went back to teaching at St. 
George’s, a progressive school, where she was 
one of the original staff members. During her 
stay at St. George’s, she took post-graduate 
work in education, but stopped just short of 
obtaining her M.A. degree. She remained at St. 
George’s for twenty years, till 1950, when she 
returned to Edmonton and Vic. For a short time 
she took charge of the study hall, but soon 
moved downstairs to the library, where she was 
assistant to Miss Webster for three years. In 


1954, she took full charge. 

Mrs. Anderson was a member of the Wom- 
en‘s University Club in Montreal, and is a mem- 
ber of the Women’s University Club here, and 
of the French Club. 

Following her retirement, Mrs. Anderson is 
going back to Montreal. She has one daughter 
living there and another one in Quebec City. She 
has no specific plans at the present. “’I’m just 
going to rest for a while.” 

Mrs. Anderson is going to be sorely missed 
when she leaves Vic. She has been invaluable 
in helping the students in the years she was 
in charge of the library. You could mention 
any topic that you needed help with, and she 
was there with a folder of information from her 
well-kept files, plus many ideas that she could 
add from her own knowledge. No topic was too 
hard or out of the way for her. Aside from the 
store of files that she kept for the students, Mrs. 
Anderson knows a great deal about all school 
subjects, including physics, mathematics, French, 
and chemistry. She kept our students fascinated 
with her knowledge. 

| think it bears repeating that we are going 
to miss Mrs. Anderson. When she leaves, we will 
be losing a valued and vital part of our school.

And it came to pass that on the sixth day 
of September 1955, there appeared at the gates 
of Victoria Composite High School, 500 who 
were graduates of a number of district junior high 
schools. There was at that time a leader of the 
Vicites, Lionel Jones, and under him Carole Hor- 
ton, and a council of the wise. It was during that 
time, before the next day of leisure, that the 
ceremony of initiation was performed, and these 
said freshies, through deep humiliation, were 
admitted as citizens of Victoria Composite High 
School. 

In the months following Christmas, there 
came the yearplay ‘The Cat and Canary”; 
“Kotton Kapers’’; and a first for Vic, a musical, 
“Conflict in Ebony”, written, directed and per- 
formed by Vic inhabitants. 

Surrounded by the walls of honor and dis- 
tinction of previous years, we were participants 
in great championship fights, rising above all 
to claim the Provincial High School Rugby Cham- 
pionship, the Senior Boys’ Provincial Basketball 
title, and the Senior Girls’ Basketball Champion- 
ship. 

And so event followed event. As the year’s 
end drew nigh, the halls were touched with sor- 
row as we learned of the scheduled retirement 
and departure of some of our teachers. 

The second term found us back at school, 
this time as intermediates. We found a great 
number of our kind on the council, headed by 
a member of the senior class, John Taylor. 
Others elevated to a high-ranking responsible 
position included Gail Robertson and Richard 
Scott.

President's Message 


MICHAEL WHITLA 


This has been a good year for V.C.H.S. We 
have distinguished ourselves in athletics; our 
clubs and extra-curricular activities have all func- 
tioned vigorously; and | hope that we shall dis- 
tinguish ourselves academically in June. The 
Students’ Council, which has been comparatively 
vocal and has co-operated very well with the Ex- 
ecutive, has my sincere thanks, as that co- 
operation has made my job much smoother and 
much more enjoyable. The Executive has also 
given strong leadership in carrying on the some- 
times thankless work of student government. 


To function effectively, student government 
requires the active participation of the entire 
student body.

It is important that everyone of us in high 
school form early a personal standard of morality 
and a code of honour in accordance with the law 
and that which we believe is right and good, and 
then attempt to adhere to that code. ‘Know thy- 
self.” Man is a potentially noble being, but to 
realize his fullest capabilities he must understand 
himself. To be an individualist is a prerogative 
of democracy—a prerogative we should exercise. 


Cultivate a sense of adventure and a sense 
of humour, as they are the spurs to progress. We 
shall not find ourselves in a bureaucracy, and our 
civilization will not stagnate or fall into decrepi- 
tude, if we conceive these as two of our most im- 
portant assets for the future. 


Our teachers are sincere and dedicated, gen- 
uinely interested in helping us. To many of us 
this realization comes rather late in our school 
career. Respect for our teachers can best be 
shown by taking full advantage of the education- 
al opportunities offered throughout our high 
school years, and by achieving up to our full 
capacity as students.

CANADA 
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Awards System 


The awards system of Victoria Composite 
recognizes students who have achieved outstand- 
ing leadership in academic, athletic and extra- 
curricular activities. The highest awards in the 
school are the Citizenship Awards. These are the 
C.O. Hicks award for boys and the J.P. Page 
award for girls, presented to two Grade XII stu- 
dents on the basis of their services to the school 
during their high school years. 


Academic awards are given for outstanding 
achievement in curricular work. An Academic 
Award is presented to students having obtained 
an average of eighty per cent or more. The Spe- 
cial Abilities Award recognizes superior ability 
in the shop, business education, and fine arts 
fields. The Special Award is a service award. 
The academic, special abilities and special 
awards consist of pins suitably engraved. 


The Tom Davies Memorial Trophy is award- 
ed to the boys of the intra-mural sports group 
obtaining the highest numbers of ‘“‘trophy 
points’, as allocated in the awards system. The 
trophy includes all organized houseleague com- 
petitions. 


The Athletic Major Award recognizes those 
players of outstanding ability who have played 
on teams interscholastic competition. It is a 
white chenille ““V”, eight inches high, worn on 
the awards sweater. The Athletic Minor, a four 
inch white chenille ‘’V’”’, is for those players on 
an interscholastic team who have been excellent 
players but who have not qualified for the Ath- 
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letic Major Award. 


The activities awards, major and minor, 
are considered as special awards for exceptional 
achievement in extra-curricular activities, in- 
cluding both cultural and athletic administration. 


The major award includes activities such as 
lead parts in high-calibre plays and musicals, and 
other comparable activities. Outstanding work 
on any publication, administrative and executive 
efforts connected with the Students’ Council, 
houseleague, and club activities involving inter- 
scholastic participation are also included. 


The Activities Minor Award is intended 
to give recognition to students of noticeable 
merit in the above field. The Major and Minor 
Activities Award are red Old English ‘’V’s", eight 
inches and four inches in height respectively. 


Winners of academic or special pins, and 
activity or athletic crests are qualified to buy 
sweaters. The pins,and chenilles must be worn 
on award sweaters only. All club crests and in- 
signia must be worn on school sweaters. Boys 
who have participated on championship school 
teams, either city or provincial, may purchase 
jackets. 


Award winners receive recognition of dem- 
onstrated capacity for all phases of leadership, 
academic, and citizenship skills.

The Victoria Composite High School sports 
scene for 1957-58 has proven to be one of the 
most successful ever witnessed. The senior bas- 
ketball team, after a slow start came on in bril- 
liant fashion to cop the city title from Scona 
Comp. in the third game of a best of three series. 
The Redmen, as all loyal Vic supporters now call 
their teams, showed what heart can do as they 
outbattled the Lords from the new Strathcona. 
Although the Lords had the larger club, Vic out- 
jumped and outrebounded the taller southside 
foes, to win the city crown. Then the Vicites 
headed down the warpath to Lethbridge to com- 
pete in the provincial finals against the top three 
teams in Alberta: Calgary Western Redmen, 
Magrath Zeniths and the Lethbridge Collegiate 
Rams. The Rams went on to win the Alberta 
laurels after Vic was defeated in the first game 
by the Zeniths. Vic also lost in the consolations 
to the Calgarians 57-40 in a real heartbreaker. 
The main reason once again was Vic’s lack of 
tall players. In the provincial finals, Vic's tallest 
man, George Shenkariuk, standing 6’2” from 
heel bone to hairline was dwarfed by Bob Inglis 
of the Cowtown who stretches the yardstick to 
6'10". 

The junior version of the Redmen proved to 
be just as accurate in hitting the round hoop as 


they picked up the city junior silverware after 
defeating the Scona Lords in the last game in 
the best of three. 

In Vic’s other major sport, football, Vic 
latched on to the junior city mug after the juniors 
met our arch rivals Scona Comp. on the gridiron 
and showed everybody who's boss. Vic covered 
the green and gold uniforms of Scona with the 
blood red jerseys of Vic as the Vicites pasted the 
gridders from Scona 13-6. 

The senior footballers, however, found it a 
bit rougher than usual. After losing their opening 
game, the Redmen failed to lose a battle, in one 
case the opposition failed to cross the Vic goal- 
line in four consecutive games. The only reason 
that the Vic seniors didn’t end up in the provin- 
cial finals is that there was no playoff for the 
city championship. If the Vic squad came to do 
battle with St. Joseph’s Saints, the only team to 
beat them during the schedule, and that was the 
first game, to the tune of 20-7, the red and white 
machine would have most likely given the Saints 
a run for the city cup. 

Since the juniors garnered every conceivable 
championship in the city, one can expect to see 
Vic as the powerhouse in the 1958-59 season in 
both football and basketball.
